Sir: 

Responsive to the Office Action dated August 6, 2003, entry of the attached and 
consideration of the following are requested. 

Attached is a Terminal Disclaimer to advance prosecution by obviating the 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 19 over claims 21-33 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,537,329. The Terminal Disclaimer fee is attached. Withdrawal of the 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is requested. 

The Section 103 rejection of claims 1-19 over WO 00/42971 (Vidal), is traversed. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection are requested in view of the following 
distinguishing remarks. 

Vidal discloses a hair dyeing composition comprising at least one oxidation base 
and at least one coupler chosen from a compound of a formula (1 ). 

However, these couplers comprise at least one cationic group : the group Z of 
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formula (II). Specifically, claim 1 of the cited patent states that "it being understood that 
at least one of the groups Ri to R 5 represent a group Z". 

The couplers according to the present invention however are non cationic 
couplers. 

Since the couplers of Vidal are inevitably cationic couplers, one of ordinary 
skilled in the art would not have been motivated in view of Vidal, to combine the non - 
cationic couplers according to the present invention and one oxidation base in dyes 
which are capable of resulting in powerful colourings in shades varying from red to blue, 
which are particularly chromatic and bright, which are not selective and which exhibit 
excellent properties of resistance to the various attack which kerarinous fibres may be 
subjected to (page 2, line 30 - page 3, line 7 of the specification). 

The applicants respectfully submit that the claims are patentable over the cited 
art and withdrawal of the Section 103 rejection is requested. 

The claims are submitted to be in condition for allowance and a Notice to that 
effect is requested.
